Ministers and the Right of Suffrage. 


The Constitution of the United States is 
seldom the cause of much trouble to any 
one except lawyers and members of Con- 
gress ; but it is just now responsible for con- 
siderable perturbation of spirit in seven 
clergymen felonging to the Reformed Pres- 
byterian\Church in that country, It seems 
that the regulations of this denomination 
forbid its ministers from exercising the right 
of suffrage. ‘I'he reason of this prohibition 
is stated to be that the United States Con. 
stitution is a Godless instrument—that is to 
say, it nowhere expressly proclaims the ex- 
istenze of a God. Hence the denomination 

seen fit to require that its ministers shall 
abstain from voting, inasmuch as by exercis- 
ing the right of suffrage under the Constitu- 
tion as it is, they impliedly approve the 
omission of any reference to God in the 
fundamental w. Seven Pennsylvania 
clergymen who bel to the Pittsburgh 
Presbytery of the in Heat Presbyterian 
Church have protested against a continuance 
of this prohibition inst voting, and the 
result of their protest has been an accusation 
of heresy and insubordination against them, 
be which they are to be tried re 
urch in Pittsburgh next week, Absurb 
as it may seem to some: laymen to abstain 
from voting because God is not expressly 
recognized in the U. S. Constitution, the 
rule of the Reformed Presbyterian Church 
commanding its ministers to do so appears 
to be favored bya very large majority of 
that denomination. The sabtect was dis- 
cussed at_a Synod which met in New York 
and the vote against revising

the Church law so as to permit ministers to 
vote was 129 against 17. From these figures 
it would seem that the seven clergymen who 
are to be put upon trial will not standa very 
good chance of acquittal by the Church tri- 
bunal. A moment’s reflection suffices to 
show the utter want of logic in the attitude 
of the Reformed Presbyterians on the sub- 
ject of the exercise of the right of suffrage, 
They object to the Constitution because it 
does not expressly aflirm or admit the exist- 
ence of Almighty God ; yet they must know, 
or they ought to know, that the only way 
to change the Constitution is through the 
ballot box. If all those abstain from voting 
who wish to amend the fundamental law as 
the Reformed Presbyterians would like to 
have it amended, it will remain unchanged 
in that respect forever,

ing nation on earth. The French people are 
remarkable for their industry and frugality, 
and the fruits of toil and economy are per- 
haps more genera'ly diffused among A sn 
than among any other country in the old 
world. They have more than’ once shown 
the strength of the nation by hasteningto 
the aid 5 the government in financial crises. 
Their patriotism and integrity have been ex- 
hibited in their fidelity to the financial 
honor of the country. They have never 
thought of repudiation. The national credit 
has been kept so high that the government 
can borrow all that it needs now at 3 per 
cent. But the burden must become exceed. 
ingly irksome as it yrows, with no corres- 
ponding development of resources.

‘Indian police arrested Sitting Bull at 
his camp, 40 miles north west of the agency: 
this morning at daylight. His followers 
attempted to rescue hin: and fighting com- 


menced. Four policemen were killed and 
three wounded. Eight lodianse were killed 
including Sitting Bull and his son Crowfoot, 
and several others wounded. The police 
were surrounded for some time, but main- 


tained their ground until relieved by United 
States troops, who now have possession of 
Sitting Bull's camp with all the women, 
children and property. Sitting Bull's fol- 
lowers, probably 100 men, deserted their 
families and fled west up the Grand River. 
The police behaved nobly and great credit is 
due them.”

Amugnstaura, Dec. 25.—On Christ- 
mas eve John Simpson, a colored man

head behind the school on the second 
concession of Anderdon. He was at- 
tending a Christmas tree ontertainment 
and had gone to the yard with threo 
other young men, While there they 
were comparing revolvers and drinking 
together. 


Coroner Bell, and the evidence was very 

conflicting. Walter Mann,son of Hart- 
well Mann, of Andordon,Jas. Campbell, 
son of Alexander Campboll, of Windsor, 
and David Holbert, of this town, have 
been arrested, charged with the crime. 
They all deny that they did the shoot- 
ing. 

Simpson was killed instantly, the 
ball passing through his head. His 
revolver was found in his pocket, where 
he could not have had time to put it. 
No reason is assigned for the crime, as 
the boys were on the best of terms.

Am Incident im the Career of the Leader 
Mendelssohn. 


The first man to whom the Paris police 
turped in their,search for the murderer of 
the Ryssian Gen. Selivestrofl was Stanislaus 
Mendelstohn, the acknowledged head of 
the Polish revolutionary —- France, 
He is « cousin of the composer Mendelasohin- 
Bartholdy and a grand nephew of the Berlin 

iessohin: Althou 

not known in France as the leader of the 
Paris Nihilists, for that personage has 
kept his identity secret from all without 
the movement, his control of the Polish re- 
volutionista has long indicated that if not 
himself commander-in-chief, he was ve 
near to him. Mendelasohn is 33 years old. 
He studied medicinein Wareaw, his birth- 

lace, but was driven from home before 

nishing his course for complicity in socidlis- 
tic and democratic intrigues against Govern- 
ment officers. He lived a tew yeara in 
Austria and Germany, suffering fines and 
imprisonment for the area and open 
confession of his radical views, and returned 
fora short time to Russia, where he paid 
similar penalties for similar offences. He 
brought up eventually in Paris several years 
ago with a comfortable little fortune re- 
ceived from his family,and the determination 
to agitate in a foreign land for revolution at 
home. 

His property, generosity, and life of ad- 
venture at once gave him prestige among his 
fellow countrymen, and he increased his 

pularity by entertaining at his table in 

is villa in the Fontency-aux-Roses the most 
unfortunate and helpless of his political com- 
rades. He thus grew naturally and unop- 
posed into a position of leadership of one of 
the many groups into which the Nihilists of 
Paris are carefully organized according to 
birthplace, degree of radicalism, or social 
tendency. The moment the murder of Seli- 
vestrotf became known to the Paris police, 
men were despatched to Mendelssohn’s villa 
to place him under arrest. The result, how- 
ever, was rather farcical. Mendelssohn ac- 
knowledged laughingly that he knew Pad- 
leyski, who was suspected of the murder, 
had often helped him financially, and: had 
sheltered him. Recently, however, Men- 
delssohn said, he had Jost sight of Padlevski 
and knew nothing of the motive or plan of 
the murder. It was certain beyond all 
doubt that Mendelssohn was lying when he 
eaid he knew nothing of the planning of the 
murder. If he himself did not plan it, it is 
generally believed he encouraged the plan- 
ning of it and urged that it be executed, as 
it was,executed, shortly after the announce- 
ment in Paris of the sentencing to death of 
Sophie Guenzburg. Mendelssohn’s compli- 
city could not be proved or even legally pre- 
sumed, so he was released to continue his 
work of propagating with word and purse 
the doctrines of violent emancipation in 
Russia.

Sick Room Points. 


Boston Herald: Fresh air, sunlight, and 
cleanliness are prime essentials in the way 
of prevention against the spreading of dia- 
ease. Andif these are met the air of the 
sick room will be as pure as it will be pos- 
sible to make it while it holds the patient. 

The idea seems to prevail that placing 
saucers filled with lime about a sick-room, 
or hanging up clothes .wet with a solution of 
carbolic acid, or the burning of coffee, will 
free the air from the disease germs. 

There is no truthin this. ‘The amount of 
chloride of lime needed to effect the purpose 
would be far in excess of that which any 
one would think of putting into a room. 
Carbolic acid; when ‘used as stated, does no 
good whatsoever ; and, as for burning coffee 
upon the stove, also cascarillabark, pastillee 
eto, that merely deodorize the air, without 
affecting in the slighest degree the poisons 
in it ; moreover they add to its impurities, 
Fresh air ahd sunlight are nature's disinfeo- 
tions ; let them be relied upon. 

Towels, handkerchiefs, bed clothing, ete., 
holding a patient whose disease, may, i- 
bly, be contagious, should be put into boil- 
ing water before they are carried out of the 
room and then boiled for at least an hour, 
The dishes, knives, forks, ete., should be 
also boiled, 

As for all waste matter from a suspected 
patient, they should be received on chloride 
of lime, and afterward lime should be freely 
shaken over them. These are the simple 
measures in the way of prevention against 
the spreading of disease; and they should 
be employed in every case where it is not 

itively known that the existing disease 
is noninfections. There, are, of course, 
more potent means, but the attending phy- 
sician will always direct their uso it. he 
thinks them needed. 


Every person of intelligence must appre-. 


ciate the fact that cleanliness of the skin is 
one of the first essentials to well being. In 
time of sickness it is even more urgently de 
manded than during health, for exhalations 
of disease which are allowed to accumulate 
upon the skin are poisonous, and they not 
only choke up the pores or outlets for waste, 
but to a certain extent they are again taken 
up by the body. 

There are but few patients, no matter 
how ill, who can not be given at least a 
daily sponge bath without danger, And 
even this must be a positive aid to recovery. 
The common fear is of taking cold; but 
that can easily be prevented; nor, if pro- 
perly given, will a sponge bath fatigue o 
patient. 

It is always best to cover a rubber sheet 
with a cotton oneand gently roll the patient 
over upon them. The room should be well 
warmed and the windows and doora closed 
to prevent draughts, With plenty of 
water, both hot and cold, soap, sponges, 
towels, stc., at hand, the nurse rhould 
wash one part after, exposing but little of 
the body ata time. She should not attempt 
to hurry, but do her work carefully, and 
dry the parts well as she proceeds. After 
the bath it is always well to give a little 
warm food, which will quickly overcome 
aid fatigue which the patient may have 
elt, 


Turpentine’s Manv Uses. 

Turpentine is an article so widely used in 
the arts and so easily obtained that its vir- 
tues as a domestic remedy have, in a great 
measure, been orecionked. 

In the early stages of croup or almost an 
throat or chest trouble it is wellnigh a speci- 
fic. The writer has seen the most obstinate 
cough disappear after ita use, as follows: 
Rub the chest and throat until the skin is 
red, then tie a piece of flannel or cotton 
batting over the chest moistened with a few 
drops of the oil, and inhale the vapor. By 
rubbing on sweet oil irritation of the skin 
may be avoided. 

For burns it is invaluable, applied either 
with a rag or in & salve. The pain vanishes, 
and heal granulation soon begins. Its 
use is at first attended with considerable 
smarting, but the permanent good more 
than compensates for it. 

Turpentine, in which is dissolved as much 
camphor as it will take up, is pre-eminently 
the dressing for }. tions, bruises and 
ents. Its antisept: n is equal to that 
of carbolic acid, it; eodily steps the bleed- 
ing (Hunter says: ‘‘it is the best, if not the 
only true stypic”) allays the pain, and 
hastens the process of healing. Few, if any 
ulcers, long resist its continued application. 

As a liniment, turpentine, with equal 

rts of landanum, camphor and chloro- 

orm, is unsur Sprains, rheumatic 
pains, bruises, and sometimes even neuralgia 
yield to its magic influence. 

As aninhalation, turpentine has proved 
of great service in bronchitis, cag 
pleurisy and other throat and lung affec- 
tions. If you have a cough, sprinkle a little 
on s handkerchief and hold it to your mouth 
and nose for a few minutes, breathing the 
vapor, and note the relief, 

nternally, turpentine has enjoyed for a 
century the reputation of being a i 
for sciatica. Its mode of operation is un- 
known, but that it cures, stands as proof of 
ite virture. Ten drops three times a day in 
sweetened water is the dose, 

As a remedy for that bane of childhood, 
worms, it is well known. A t ful 

iven in a half a glass of sweetened milk, 
iollowedl in an hour or two by a full dose of 
castor oil, seldom fails. The practice of our 
agrees og dy giving it to us on sugar, 
or coughs and sorethroat, was on 
common sense. 

A bath in a half pint of turpentine and 
two pounds of sal soda in an ordinary bath 
tub, three-quarters full of water, at 100° 
Fahrenheit, will core the itch when other 
remedies fail. Three or four baths, one 
daily, are usually sufficient.

What North Hastings can do. 


The Ottawa correspondent of the 
Toronto Empire had the following in 
the issue of Monday last of that journal. 
We reproduce it as an item of local in- 
terest :— 


In its editorial columns the other day 
the Globe had the following statement : 

Bad and slovenly farming, which the pon- 
seasion of too mnch land encourages and 
creates, is responsible in some degree for the 
unhappy plight in which the farmer finds 
himself to-day. 

The best answer to thie charge of the 
Globe's is, perhaps, contained in the 
following extract, which I am permitted 
to make, froma letter written to the 
Minister of Customs by Mr. A. F. Wood 
M. P. P. for North Hastings. Mr. Wood 
Says : 

There is euch a thing as successful form‘ng. 
I have just sold 140 bushels of clover for Mr. 
Thos. Tumelty, of Madoc. He had a field of 
$2 acres seeded last year to clover. He took 
from the two crops in one yeer (1890) 60 tons 
of hay, worth $8 per ton, or $480 ; 140 bushels 
of clover seed, worth $4.50 per bnshel, $630 ; 
while from pasta he derived, at least, $40 
making a total of $1,160, and his Jand is in 
a better condition for other crops than before 
he seeded it down. 

Mr. Wood adds :—“This is what your 
experimental farms are helping to bring 
about.” It is quite evident that if the 
farmers who read the Globe are of the 
character represented in the: extract 
quoted above they ought to take a fow 
lessons fromeuch men as Mr. Tumelty 
and other intelligent farmers of that 
part of Ontario. The Globe ought to 
indicate who its friends are that are in 
the “unhappy plight” referred to in its 
statement.”

McBratu.—In Madoc township on Friday 
January, 2nd, 1891, Wm. McBeath aged

And this feel- 
ing is intensified by the thought of the de- 
structive weapons which modern science 
has invented, and with which the armies of 
Europe are now generally supplied. As to 
how long the war wouldcontinue should one 
break out, military prophets are somewhat 
divided, Count Von Moltke is of the opinion |

most important is that of salmon packing 
in tins with brilliant wrappers, which are ex- 
ported, .od appreciated as a relishable com- 
molity, expecially in countries less favored 
in taking them, excepting by the few, the 
common people being debarred from this 
luxury by the monopoly of the land 
and rivers by the aristocracy, and the 
stringent laws énacted by the govern- 
ments. Since confederation with the 
Dominion in 1871, and the completion of 
the Canadian Pacific Railroad, further im- 
petus has been rendered the Province; and 
one of the most striking effects of the latter 
construction is the rearing on that Penin- 
sula, bounded by Burrard Inlet, on the 
north, and False Creek on the south—of a 
giant young shipping port, named after the 
adventurous voyageur—Vancouver. Twelve 
miles south of this city we emerge upon the 
older and more staid city of New Westimin- 
ster.

Sailing by one of the odd-looking stern. 
wheel steamboats which ply up river, we 
soon are aware of a fringe of scrub on the 
right bank, infringing on the river, broken 
by a space containing a delapidated jumble 
of buildings abutting on a wharf, seeming as 
if they had been in disuse for some time. A 
ferry boat lays alongside which might easily 
be mistaken at a distance for a scow with a 
cabin erection on it, and in strong contrast 
to what might be expected in’ a boat plying 
to the opposite growing and delightfully sit- 
uated city. 

Leaving the old Royal City—as New 
Westminster is termed, from having been 
christened by her British Majesty behind, 
we approach a wide sweep in the river, form- 
ing a bend in the north bank, and as we 
sweep into it, we observe a number of saw- 
mills of large extent, and on the opposite 
side, the terminus of the new South- 
ern railroad—named after the king port of 
Great Britain—Liverpool. A large vessel 
lays alongside the dock discharging cargo, 
portentous ofits future greatness, when 
dredging, and other suitable means are 
devised of allowing, not one but a flect of 
vessels to enter, carrying away the output 
of fish and fruit cannerics and greater in- 
dustry still—lumber. 

A beautiful vista opens as we sweep 
through the bend, an island or two in the 
distance,—behind which lazily looms up in 
a tall column the smoke of another putling 
creature of the water-—breaks and beautifies 
the breadth of the river, the banks oa either 
side timber clad to the water's edge, sweep- 
ing away into mountains.

The programme provided by 
the Committee was excellent, and it was 
discussed in carefully prepared addeesses all 
of which were replete with inatruction, sug- 
gestion, and inspiration. 

The singing, led by a choir selected from 
the various churches, was what one had aright 
to expect from a congregation composed, in 
the main, of the most devoted, progressive, 
and successful Sabbath School workers in the 
district.

If #2 were left witl the society ladies of 
Washington to settle the question whether 
wives and daughters shall have fixed 
allowances for household and personal ex- 
peuses, it would not be long before every 
woman in the land would be rejoicing in the 
possession of a purse whose replenishment 


would be regularly attended to. Of nine 
nage ladies, including among others 


Ira. Harrison, wife of President Harrison, 
Mrs. Field, wife of Justice Field, Mrs. Man 
derson, wife of the Senator from Nebraska, 
Mrs. Miller, wife of the Attorney-General, 
etc., all heartily commended the system 
save one, andeven she did not oppose. Vari- 
ous benefits it is claimed ould rascth from 
the practice; for example, self-reliance, 
orderly and business habits, economy, and 
domestic felicity. Mrs. Manderson gives an 
account of two cousins, one of whom was 
taught in this practical way the value of 
money, the other had all her wishes 
gratified without ever being called upon to 
consider where the money came from. 
“These two girls are now grown and at 
college. In the case of the latter the lack 
of early training has resulted in a helpless 
inability to manage for herself in the very 
simplest matters of practical importance. 
She at times actually wears herself out in 
the effort to decide the common questions of 
everyday occurrence. Her more fortunate 
cousin, on the contrary, enjoys the satisfac- 
tion of understanding thoroughly how to 
manage her affairs in any and every emer- 
gency.” Said Mrs. Harrison, ‘‘ Nothing so 
completely fits one for every emergency in 
life, whether it be for prosperity or adversi- 
‘ty, as a good, solid education in the all-im- 
portant cumprehension of a just estimate of 
money; and how else can this be obtain- 
ed except by careful training in that much 
neglected branch of home education? Every 
wile thus trusted would endeavor to prove 
herself worthy of the confidence repos- 
ed in her, and our hemes would 
be all the happier for the system.” 
In nearly every instance the ladies interview- 
ed emphasize the advantage of the stated al 
lowance system as it bears upon the question 
of domestic felicity. Mrs. Harrison believes 
such an arrangement is largely the secret of

BY SEA TO RIRERIA. 


Capt. Wiggin’s Latest Triamph tn Arctic 
Navigation. 

A sea routeto Siberia is the latest item 
of interest regarding the northern regions. 
Only a few years ago such an idea would 
have been deemed preposterous. Within a 
few weeks, indeed, there was but dim hor 
that certain expectations which had been 
formed would be fulfilled, and certain efforts 
which were being made in the direction 
indicated were as yet pronounced vain and 
chimerical. What was so recently, however, 
only an idea has become afact. A soa route 
to Siberia has been discovered, and the dis- 
covery has by those best qualified to judge 
been deemed an event of high importance— 
one of the most important in modern times. 

Towards the end of July last twoships with 
@ small tug for the river work were despatch- 
ed from Londo®, their instructions being that 
they should penetrate the Kara Sea, enter 
the estuary of the Yenissei and proceed as 


| far up the river as possible.. ‘The two ships, 


with the little tug, made the voyage brave- 
ly, without any accident, from London to 
Karaoul, 160 miles up the Yenissei, in thirty- 
nine days. The voyage was accomplished 
in this space of time in spite of strong and 
continuous northeasterly winds and heavy 
ice floes which occasioned no little delay. 
They remained at Karaoul nineteen days 
and took twenty-six days to return to Lon- 
don. The entire trip, it will thus be seen, 
covered eighty-four days, or two months and 
twenty-three days, 

Yeniaseisk, the capital of the cheap of 
the same name, isabout 1,500 miles up the 
Yenissei from its mouth, or about 1,350 
from Karoul. The town has a population 
of from eight to ten thousand and is the 
centre of trade for ¢ part of the inter- 
ior. At Karaoul the ships halted and the 
cangoes were transferred to the riverine 


boats, car being also secured from the 
riverine ts in return. Making 
allowance for the distance between 
Karaonl end  Yenisseisk, the- calen- 


lation was that when the ships had reached 
London the rich cargoes which they had 
taken from the Thames in July would just 
be finding storage at the docks of the Siber- 
ian city. 

The immediate practical result of this lat- 
est expedition, the first of a really commer- 
cial character, is the virtual establishment 
of a sea route to the very heart of Siberia, 
which means the establishment of a new 
trade outlet and probably a most prosperous 
trade centre. Of course, it is well known 
that the Kara Sea is not navigable at all sea- 
sons of the year ; but as a result of this voy- 
age the conclusion has been reached that if 
Siberia-bound vessels do not leave British 
ports later than the first week in August 
they will have sufficient time to reach Kar- 
aoul, exchange their cargoes and accomplish 
the home voyage the same season. It has 
been further determined that no great dan- 
ger is to be apprehended for vessels of heavy 
draught, from the peculiar character of the 
estuary of the Yenissei. It is broad as well 
as long, studded with numerous islands, and 
swept continuously almost Ly northeasterl 
winds. The water, it was believed, was shal- 
low, and from these various causes the con- 
victionhad beenarrived at that thenavigati 
of the estuary would be perilous to vessels

A New Penal Colony. 


Following the example of England in 
former days, Germany is said to be consid- 
ering the advisability of transporting cer- 
tain classes of her criminals to the newly 
acquired German possessions in East Africa, 
The scheme provides that when taken to 
Africa, the convicts are not to be kept under 
punishment, but are to be furnished with 
allotmenta of land, and with the means of 
cultivating them.

Seed Testing at the Central Experi- 
mental Farm. 


The following letter addressed to the 
Review, and which we give in its en- 
tirety, will be found of great interest to 
our farmer readers. The Goveinmont 
Experimental Farms are doing a great 
benefit to the farmers of Canada, as the 
present offer shows :-— 


‘ Ottawa, January 16th, 1891. 
To the Editor of Tar Review : 


Dear Sin,—The past season has in 
many localities been unfavourable for 
{the perfect maturing of grain. In some 
‘district frost has touched it, in others it 
has been injured by rain during harvest, 
or from being stacked before fully dry 
thus causing it to sprout or heat, while 
in other localities somo varieties have 
been shrivelled and partly blighted by 
hot dry win Under each and all of 
these conditidns cereals are apt to lose a 

“portion of their vitality, or to have it so 
weakened as to produce, when sown, a 
growth. Seed grain, to bring the 
beat veda results, should have ils germinatin 
power unimpnired, so that when staal 
in the eoil the young plants may make 
a rgd and vigorous start. The char- 
acter of the crop is much influenced by 
the quality of the seed and for this 
reason it is important that farmers should 
ascertain whether the grain they are 
holding for seed possesses the necessary 
vitality. Provision has been made by 
the Government whereby this can: be 
done without cost to the Y ndividual,and 
any farmerin the Dominion who may 
have any varieties which he desires to 
have tested, may obtain the information 
he seeks by forwarding to the Central 
Experimental farm, at Ottawa, samples 
of such grain or other agricultural seeds, 
A special testing house has been built 
for this work which affords ample capa- 
city. Samples may be sent free through 
the mail, an ounce or two is sufficient 
for the pu and about two weeks 
are req to complete atest. Since 
November, when the season opened for 
thie work, the vitality of more than 
eleven hundred samples has beon ascer- 
tained and it is hoped that all those who 
desire to avail themselves of the provi- 
sion offered will send in their samples 
early, so that =a at may be time to com- 
work and Sepply the needed 
intormation before seeding begins.

We left Neemuch station at two o'clock in 
the morning, and after stopping at four small 
stations, heard the rd shout ‘'Chitore.”’ 
On stepping out of the car, we found onr- 


selves shivering in the glorious light of a fall | 


moon in a tropical sky. There wos the low 
whitewasbed stone station house, with its 
deep dark verandahs, Passing through a 
little gateway we found acart awaiting us, 
a skeleton looking affair with white curtains 
flapping in the night breeze, it looked like a 
gipsy wagon, or a flying machine it was 80 
high. Our three sleepy selves and our bundles 
of bedding were soon stowed away in it, and 
we were rolling slong the dusty road in the 
direction of the dak bungalow. A dak 
bungalow ‘is supposed to be a boon to the 
travelling pablic, and certainly is, when 
cleanly kept. In almost every town and 

station there is this house, very scantily fur- 
nished,—one large room which must serve 
as sleeping and general living roem, besides 
asmall dresssng room, and a smaller bath 
room. If you take a well stocked Iunch- 

basket with you, and only use the house as a 
atc pping place, you pay one rupee (about 40 c) 
aday. If you have occupied a room for 
twenty-four hours, and some other traveller 
comes along, you are turned out to.make 
room for the new arrival. Itis not a case of 
“First come, best served.’’ The door, on 
being opened let ont a flood of light, and we 
were glad to take possession of our temporary 
home, which was beautifully clean. We 
were soon rolled in our blankets, trying to 
geta little sleep before rising time. At 
seven we were up, sleepy and tired, blinking 
in the rosy light of the morning sun, as he 
peeped at usover the brow of the hill on 
which lay the ruins of the city we had come 
to see. After fortifying ourselves with a 
good chote-hazri (little breakfast,). we were 
ready for the day's expedition. 

e had expected to get an elephant for the 
climb u hill, but, unfortunately, he was 
disabled, and we had to content ourselyes 
with a mode of ascent much less expeditions 
and comfortable. We. hired. ekkas. How 
shall I tell you what an exka islike? Jthag 
two wheels very small and very close to- 
= 6 ; over each wheel projects a brass 

took the measurement of the 
space upon whe four people sat, but have 
lost the thread. It could not have exceeded 
ten square feet. Ateach corner wae a bamboo 
pole, which supported a dirty awning over 
our heads, I sat, tailor fashion, on one side ; 
Mies 8. with her back to mine,in like manner, 
appropriated the corresponding brass plate 
above the opposite aes Miss H. sat with 
her back to the horse, and the driver was at 
my left. Away we went flying over the 
rough road, and enveloped in clouds of dust. 

I must stop at the gateway of the- city to 
tell you something of its history. 

‘Formerly, it was the capital of the Rajputs, 
the warrior caste ef India—a very euperioy 
race in many r ts. In their wars with 
neighboring states and with the Mahomme- 
dans, they have often been re puleed, and 
forced to retreat, but claim never to have 
been conquered. At one time, the Mahom- 
medans adyanced against Chitore, and de- 
manded the person of the beautiful queen, 
This demand was met with a haughty refusal. 
Then the Mussalman begged to be allowed 
only to see her, He was conducted to the 
Lrg and by an arrangement of mirrors, his 

esire was aaa him. On leaving the 
palace, the Bonjantic king escorted his visit- 
ora nary way, but the treacherous Mussal- 
man had placed his men in ambush and the 
king was taken co ee and carried outside 
the gates. The mmedan then endeav- 
ored to secure the queen. She agreed to go 
outside the fort, but stipulated that her re- 
who were women, should attend her. 
At ma head of a procession of seven hundred 
beautifully draped with gold- 

Peeraleene- ea silks, each one borne by four 
men, she entered the eamp of the enemy. 
When, lo ! pp from the palanquine sprang an 
army of warriors. The Mahommedans were 
defeated, the king recovered, and again they 
ahut themselves up in theircity. Some years 
later another attack was made on them, for 
twelve long year the Mahommedans a 
outside the gates, at the foot of the hill. 

1803 the beseiged went out to face the aiiay 
and were slain almost » man. er than 
fall into the hands of the enemy, the women, 
headed by their widowed queen entered a 
subterranean passage which led from the 
palace te: the bathing- bank, filled the entrance 
with combustible material, to which they 
set fire, and in this way more than. thirteen 
hundred women perished, The Mahomme- 

dans sacked city, destroyed the temples, and 
broke the gods, The remaining tribes of the 
Punjaubis retreated to Obdeypore, which re- 
mains the capital of the aub. 

The first place we yisi was a temple. 
said to be more than a thousand years old. 
There were ne idols, except those carved in 
the walls and pillars In the crevices grew 

up weeds, the stones of the floor were worn 
hollow, and smooth as polished granite. 
Many years have passed since the Brahmins 
bowed before the altars, and chanted prayers 
to the work of their own hands. We passed 


on to the “Tower of Victory,’’ a circular 


erection about 125 feet e nine stories 
distinctly marked by verandahs, There 
was scarcely a ponte d inch that had escaped 


the chisel of thesculptor. We climbed to the 
top, and bed a good view of the surrounding 


dail iy. |

After visiting the tenk, Bier egr was beanti- 
fully cool spot, in a deep hollow rurrounded 
by trees, we were glad to sit in the shade of 
an old palace wall and have lunch. 

After resting a while, we drove the whole 
Jength of the hill, descending from our ekkas 
frequently to view something of interest, or 
to pick our way oyer the ground, liberally 
dotted with armless, legless, or headless stone 
gods. In one temple we saw the heads of 
the three most important gods of the Hindoos, 
They stood side by side in a niche in the 
wall, and were carved out of solid rock, The 
mouth of the central Ggure was at least a foot 
across, and the rest of the head proportion. 
ately large. Last of all we visited the old 
palace where the beantiful queen lived and 
talked hundreds of years ago. The spot 
possessed a peculiar facination for me. It 
was easy to see, in imagination, those brave 
women entering the passage,—poing down to 
theirdeath. They are said to have worn all 
their jewels, and that untold wealth lies 
buried there. If our American friends owned 
Chitore, I have no doubt we would know for

HOTEL STABLES BURNED -—SERIUUS 


LOSS 


QUEENSBORO, Ont, Jan 23.—On Thurs- 
day evening at about a quarter after eight a 
fire-broke out in the hay loft of Diamond's 
Hotel stables. Owing to the combustible 
nature of the contents the whole building 
was enveloped with flames ina few minutes, 
leaving barely time to get the horses out. 

A revival meeting was in progress in the 
Methodist church, and the men, women and 
preacher responded to the alarm with speed 
and by their indomitable energy, amleied. by 
others, who soon gathered, the hotel, which 
is only fifty feet from the burning stable, and 
on which a strong wind was blowing the fire, 
was saved, though the clapboards are burned 
nearly — in many places. If the hotel 
had burned the business part of the village, 
the millsanda number of dwelling houses 
could not have been saved. Mr. Diamond's 
loss on stables, sheds and contents about 
$1,500. Insured for $800. The hotel is 
considerably da by fire and water. Two 
peddlers stopping at the hotel claim to have 
lost from eight hundred to one thousand 
dollars worth of goods. J. W. Jeffs, general 
merchant, sustained heavy loss throngh dam- 
age to stock. The origin of the fire is a 
mystery,

The New Examimation Scheme. 


The action of the Senate of Toronto Uni- 
versity in accepting the High School and 
Leaving Examination. as the junior matric- 
ulation (pass and honor) is another step in 
the direction of bringing all the schools of 
the Province over which the government ex- 
ercises direct control into one complete and 
regular system. The assurances of the 
Minister of Education that the course of 
study in the High Schools on which the 
leaving examinations shall be based, shall 
be the junior matriculation work for 
and honors as prescribed by the Senate of 
the University of Toronto, and the safe- 
deedge that by the new arrangement have 

en thrown around the work of examina- 
tion remove all ground for further opposi- 
tion to the scheme. The result will be that 
the country will be saved the expenses in- 
volved in an extra examination, such aspre- 
paring papers and feeing examiners, and that 
those students who are looking forward to a 
collegiate course at the Provin Univer- 
sity will be spared the trying labor of re- 
viewing their work during the summer 
months, at a time when study presses most 
heavily, and when those who have wrought 
hard during the previous months are in 
need of a Tittle ite. from their heavy 
labors. Itis to be hoped that the other 
universities of the Province will follow the 
example of the University of Toronto, and 
that soon the fall examinations for junior 
matriculation will be done away with 
except in such cases as supplemental exam- 
inations may be held. 


American Mint Law, 


An interesting case touching the consti- 
tutionality of a certain regulation of the 
United States mint service is likely soon to 
come before the American courts. Accord- 
ing to the existing regulation no private in- 
dividual can have silver: bullion coined on 
his own account. If he has bullion which 
he desires to convert into coin he ean only 
do se by exchanging it for money al- 
ready coined, receiving therefor a certain 
amount per ounce fineness. It is clear that 
this regulation, whenever the marzet value 
of silver bullion is depressed, renders it pos- 
sible for the government to realize a margi 
of profit between the marketand mint value 
of the silver. Asa matter of fact this mar- 
gin, which is technically called * seignior- 
age”is at present almost twenty-six cents 

‘r ounce, the market value of silver 

ullion being 1034 cents per ounce 

fine, while the mint value of an ounce is 
129.29 cents, The parties who are 
about to test the matter hold that the 
constitution and laws of the United States 
provide for the coining of silver bullion for 
the benefit of private individuals, that in 
fact they do not leave it optional with the 
government whose officers shall receive the 
silver bullion and coin it “into silver dollars 
of the weight of*4124 grains, Troy standard 
silver, for the use and benefit of the de- 
positors, and without unnecessary delay.” 
The case is unique and the decision will be 
waited for with considerable curiosity.

President Warrington in delivering his 
opening address, spoke of the excellent 
work that had been done during the past 
season by the inspectors and instructors 
appointed by the association. One of the 
most important matters to be considered at 
this meeting, in his opinion, would be the 
subject of winter dairying. It was his firm 
conviction that a cow can be utilized asa 
sossp making animal for two or three 
months more in the year than she was under 
the present system. He had two points 
to make which he thought would improve 
the sale of cheese. One was the marked 
improvement in quality that can be seen in 
any factory where the cheese are kept 48 
hours in the press. The other was that the 
cap cloth be not taken off the cheese when 
shipped from the factory. He was just in 
receipt of an estimate of cheese in the 
country on the first day of the year, and he 
was pleased to inform them that the visible 
supply is 150,000 less than in the same date 
last year. This promised well for a good 
demand for the early make of the coming 


season. 

Mr. D. M. McPherson spoke on cheese 
making in a general way, and was followed 
by Prof. Robertson, who gave a most in- 
teresting and practical address on ‘* Winter 


. | Dairying,” which he strongly advocated. 


By milking their cows during the winter 
and making butter a great deal_ more money 
might be made from dairy stock. He urged 
the importance of improving the quality of 
butter and bringing it up to the high stand- 
aid that had been attained with cheese. He 
also spoke on building silos and the growing 
of corn for ensilage purposes. 

Mr. Fisher, M. P. P., whois largely in- 
terested in dairying in the Eastern Town- 
ships, made an excellent address.

The Poor Dogs. 

On the first day of January, inst.,the new law 
respecting dogs came into force. Under this 
law there isan annual tax of one dollar on 
each dog and two dollars on each bitch in 
every municipality in Ontario, but the law 
provides that should twenty-five ratepayers 
petition the Council of their municipality, 
the council may passa by-law that the said 
tax or any part of it shall not be levied in 
eaid munidipality. Should such by-law not 
be passed then the collection of the tax is 
compulsory on the municipality. The law is 
also made more clear as to the ownership of 
dogs, any person having « dog in their pos- 
session, being responsible for it, In addition 
to ® pergon being justified in killing a dog 
while in pursuit of sheep, a person may kill 
any dog he finds on his farm where sheep are 
kept, between sunset and san-rise, proyided 
such dog does not belong to some one whose 
land adjoins his lands, or the dog is securely 
muzzled, or when the dog is accompanied by 
some person owning or having charge of it. 
It shall be the duty of the assessors to take 
the number of dogs cwned or in the possession 
of each ratepayer and if any incorrect infor. 
mation is given the party offending is liable 
to a penalty of five dollars,

In Case of War. 


The opinion that Canada could be dispos- 
ed of some morning before breakfast in the 
event of war being declared between the 
United States and the Dominion is not shared 
in by all our neighbors to the south. This 
is how Lieut. Sabeineks, of the United States 
Army regards the matter. Referring to the 

rovisions of the treaty of 1817, Lieut. 

henck points out that the United States 
can maintain on the great lakes only four 
vessels, ‘ not exceeding one hundred tons 
burden, and armed with one eighteen- 
pounder cannon, one each on Lakes On- 
tario and Champlain, and two on the upper 
akes. The only present American water- 
way to these upper lakes is the Erie canal, 
through which boats 100 feet long and 225 
tons burden can pass, while the Canadian 
canals permit vessels of 1,500 tons to reach 
the head of Lake Superior. The United 
States navy would at the outset be unavail- 
able, while in the English navy there are 111 
vessels, three of them armoured, which in a 
fortnight after a declaration of war-could 
take undisputed possession of Lakes Ontario 
and Erie. When the great canal system 
of the Ottawa and French Rivers is _com- 
pleted the vessels can enter Lake Huron 
with equal ease. This possession of the 
lakes means the absolute command of the 
cities on the shore, whatever the land forces 
gathered to defend them. Property to the 
value of $1,000,000,000 would be within thp 
reach of a hostile fleet, The Canadian 
militia, which includes all men capable of 
bearing arms between the ages of eighteen 
and sixty, numbers $30,000, or nearly 300, - 
000 in the first-class or line. These men 
would have the inestimable advantage over 
our militia in that their officers would be 
mainly taken from the 14,000 trained offi- 
cers of the English regular army, and for 
their armament there are now in England 
‘not less than 600,000 stand of approved 
arms’ ‘in store or packed ready for ship- 
ment to any part of the world.’ ‘Within 
ten days trom the date of notification, there- 
fore, the arms and ammunition would be at 
Toronto, London, or the Welland canal for 
distribution to the troops, in place of the 
Snider rifles.’” Granting that it is assur- 
ing to know that the odds would not be all 
against us, and that we would not be wholly 
at the mercy of our enemies in the circum- 
stances supposed, still, the contemplation 
of the subject will give no real pleasure to

A Case of Ingratitude. 


More sublimely ridiculous conduct has 
never been witnessed than that of the Turk- 
ish officers who, the other day, refused a 

sage through the Dardanelles to the 
apanese gunboat which had brought home 
the survivors of the ill-fated Ertogroul, the 
Turkish ironclad which foundered in the 
China seas September 18. The circum- 
stances as reported are substantially these : 
Moved by feelings of friendlinessthe Japan- 
ese government sent one of its ironclad fri- 
ates toconvey to their home theshipwrecked 
urks. But notwithstanding the nature.of 
their mission--which one would have thought 
would have been considered excuse suffi- 
cient for relaxing any regulation however 
severe—the officers at the batteries guard- 
ing the Dardanelles, even after being noti- 
fied of the vessel’s peaceful errand, refused 
to admit of her passage through the straits. 
Instead they suggested that the survivors 
be landed in the ts of the Turkish offi- 
cials. Enraged by conduct so destitute of 
titudeand ofreason, the commander of the 
Tusanaie frigate headed his vessel seaward 
again, and had not the Turks hurried after 
him with one of their fastest frigates, whose 
officers made the most profuse apologies for 
the manner in which he had been treated, 
the Jap would have taken back his human 
freight to the place whence they came. If 
ever absurdity reached a point beyond which 
it cannot goit was at the entrace of the 
Marmora Sea.
